Berlin, June 12.- “The text of the

American note was published in Ber-
* lin  afternoon newspapers today. A

definite statement regarding the at-
litude of the German gevesnment with
r-epect to the note was not avail-
able.

In official circles close to the gov-
ernment the note seems to have made
@ distinetly fuvorable Impression.. It
ia belleved to offer a possibility of
negotiations on which a satisfactory
seltlement might be reached.

The note's conclliatory tone has ap-
parently evoked a responsive attitude
here, The official viewpoint won't be
kuown until after g confergnce be-
tween the imnerial chancellor; foreign
recretary amd representatives of the
arumy, admiralty, naval and generai
st It is believed the emperor vill
s vuk the fihal word. It Is under-
gluod these conferences will begin im-
mediately,

Two of the leading newspapers sald
the American note has opened the way
for further negotlations between the
Iinited States and Germany. Both
us wepapers profeas to belleve the ne-
gotiations will stralghten out the =\t-
uetinn.

PETROGRAD BELIEVES TEUTONIC ALLIES HAVE ABANDON-
"ED ATTEMPTS TO RECAPTURE LEMBEKG—GERMAN
STATEMENT CLAIMS PROGRESS—ITALIANS CONTINUE
ADVANCE AND CLAIM CAPTURE OF ANOTHER AUS-

TRIAN TOWN.

London, June —The Russians
clalm to have leiutﬁh-red a8 check to
the Austro-Germans on the right bank
of the Duiester river in Galicla. Pelro-
grad authorities In consequence  ex-
press the bellef that the Austro-Ger-
man forces have abundoned their at-
tempt to recapture Lemberg, the Gall-
clan capital.

On the other hand, the Germaan offi-
cial statement says ilhe Austro-Ger-
mans continue to make progress In the
northeastern war zone.

Along the battlefront stretching
from the «North Sea to Switzerland,
comparative quiet prevalls except on
the Belglan front where a heavy ar-
tillery duel is In progress.

The Franco-British forces, accord-
ing to Athens advices, are renorted to
have joined In the battle with the
Turks for possessicn of the town af
tallipoli, at the entrance to Mar-
mora Sea

The Itallans continue to push for-
wird along the east bank of the Azon-
zo river. They clafm to have cap-
tured the Austrian town of Gradisca.

Turkey declares a German torpedo
boat was sunk In the Black Sea ¥ri-
day. Four more Britlsh vessels have
been sunk by COerman submarines,
The steamship Leuctra and three traw-
lers were seut to the bottom u the
‘NoTih Sea.

London, June 12.—Official an-
nouncement from Petrograd say the
Russfans have assumed t:e offensive
against Austro-Germans, both along
the Dubys river and Baltle provinces
and concede loas of ground mnowhere

except along the Pruth river in
Bukowlina.
Although the Britleh press has

warned the public that It is too early
tn assert positively that the Austro-
German armles have been definitely
checked in Galicla, milltary cominen-
tators here generally believe that
there has been sharp turn in the sit-
uation on the eastern front of  the
general European conflict which will
prev:nt Germany from tranater'!ns

Viewing the recent fighting In Gali-
cla In perspective it may roughly be
divided Into three great battles.
Chief of thesg fought was forty miles
southeast of Lemberg, where forces
under Geperal Linsingen unot only
lad crossed the Dnlester river, but
had progressed twelve miles bevond.
These were the forces Russians ap-
parently have forced back with heavy
loss, placing the river In HRusslan
hands throughout.

The second great battle, or of serles
batties, took place in the territory
between Ugartaberg and Zydachow,
and along this line the Russians claim
to have repulsed the Oermans with
severes punishment. Both these areas
and east of Przemysl, was the scene
of the third battle. Here Qeneral
Machensen, at the head of the maln
Austro-German forces, was trying
to penetrute due east of Lemberg
through Mosclska. By Wednesday, ac-
cording to Russian cdntention, the
German chack in that locality was
complete,

CARRANZA REPLIES
TO WILSON’S NOTE

Washington, June 12, —President
Wilson had tonight the first reply to
his recent statement regarding Mexi-
co, It consisted of a length proclama-
tion to the people, lssued by Generar
Carranza, asserting the constitution-
alist government right to recognition
by the United States and other forelgn
powers. The lack of recognition Ia
declared to be the one difiiculty re-
malning in the way of restoring con-
stitutional government, according to
Carranza.

General Villa's answer also reached!
Washington today, but was not de-
livered at the state department. Ofi-
clals deécllned to make any comment.

El Paso, Texas, June 12—General
Villa, In a note to President Wilson,
expresses hiz willingness “to Invite
a new unlon of all Mexicans to work
together to Insure the triumph of
revoluilonary principles, especlally the
Agrarian problem and extension of
instruction, among the poorer class-
es.”

Another note signed by Villa has
been dispatched to Geperal Carranza,
asking the latter to agree to a con=
ference of leaders In Mexico “f{o re-
unite and reorganize.” The same pro-
position is being placed before Emil-
lano Zapata and Roque Gonzales
Garza,

The communication formulated at

8 mesting of Villa and his staff at
Aguas Callentes.

Waeashington, June 12, —Qeneral
Carranza hag issued proclamation at
Vera Cruz making a bid for recogni-
tion by the United States. Amerlcan
Consul Silliman telegraphed it to
the state department today. Carranza's
proclamation calls on the other fac-
tions of Mexico to affillate with his
government and claims he s now
controls nine-tenths of the popula-
tlon and seven-eighths of the terrl-
tory of Mexico.

He ndds that one of the greatest
difficuities in the matter of forelgn
policy “has been lack of understand-
Ing of other governments, particul-
arly the United States."

What effect if any it will have on
Presldent Wilson's Mexico policy 1s
only conjecture.

Washington, June 12.—The first of-
flcinl pews from American sources
in Mexlco of the battle of Leon In
which both Villa and Carranza claimed
the victory, were received here today
and refute reports of Viila's rout; say
his army s at Libera with large
quantities of cuptured supplies; that
Carranza forces are too weak to ad-
vance. Todlay's reports Indicated that
both armies are gathering strength
for another grapple.

Says Changes Were Mades Aftes
Last Draft Was Showa Him
and Resignation Accepted.

Washington, June 12,—Obiecial an-
nouncement recelved today from Am-
bagsador Gerard at Berlin, that the
American note had been delivered to
the Germsn government, The am-
bassador's message came at the close
of a day marked by a more optimis-
tic feeling in official quarters that the
German auswer would forestall any
possibility of war between the two na-
tions ,and also avold a hreach of dip-
lomatic relations,

Apparently there was a general re:
laxation of tension In the interna-
tional situation, No snswer Is expact-
ed froni Germany under ten days.

Former Secretary Bryan issued
another statement today declaring the -
note was materlally revised after his
resignation was presented. Bryau
sald the revislion soften the note, but
was not sufficlent to justify him io
withdrawing his resignation.

Bryan sald: "It is true I saw the
final draft note just before my resig-
natlon took effect, but it contained fm-
portant changes. I had no knowledge
of this change at the time my. resig-
nation was presented and lcmpﬂd
As Germany suggested arbitration, I
felt we could not do less tham repls
to this offer by express wnuw
